On Monday He Purchased All of Em- 


mom Burr** Interest In fourteen 


Judge G. W. Gate is now a bait 


owner of the celebrated trotter, B. B. 
P., together with eleven more blooded 
animals, colts, mares and horses, 
heretofore owned jointly by Louis 
Brill and Emmons Burr. 
He also 


owns the interest of the latter in 
Tyrolean and Merle F., two horses 
that have been owned by Louis Brill, 
Emmons Burr and N. Gross. 
But 


the sale does not end here, it also in- 
cluding the sulkeys, wagons, har- 
nesses, robes, etc., or the entire inter- 
est of E. Burr in the horse business of 
Louis Brill & Co., including any pur- 
ses or monies that may be due from 
Louis Brill to Emmons Burr. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the firms of 
Brill & Gate and Brill, Gate & Gross 
are now the joints owners of fourteen 
horses. The consideration, which is 
mentioned In the bill of sale from 
Emmons Burr, is $3,058.10, and this 
is witnessed by A. W. Sanborn and 
E. J. Dierks. 


The announcement of the above 


sale has and will cause considerable 
surprise, as at a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the suspended Commercial 
bank, last Saturday, Mr. Burr stated 
that he was ready to turn over his prop- 
erty, both personal and real, to some 
one agreeable to the stockholders, that 
they might be protected in the actions 
heretofore commenced by the creditors. 
He wanted, however, until the first 
of the week to consult with A. W. 
Sanborn before doing so. On Monday 
a consultation was had with John H. 
Brennan, attorney for the creditors, 
and the proposition was made that if 
a guarantee could be forthcoming 
that any and all criminal proceedings 
that might be contemplated or could 
come up in the future, would be drop- 
ped, the property would be transferred 
as agreed upon at the Saturday meet- 
ing. This promise was not given, 
and the sale of the horses followed, or 
in fact the transfer was dated the 
same day, but the bill of sale was not 
placed on file with the city clerk until 
1 1 o'clock Tuesday forenoon. 


But the transfers do not stop here. 


On the same day Emmons Burr and 
wife transferred lots 5, 6,% 10 and 11, 
block 4, Smith's addition, being the 
lots adjoining their residence on the 
east and south, to Annie E. Ferris, 
Mrs. Burr's sister, the consideration 
named being $1,168.94. 
Lots 411 


and 412, block 63, occupied by the 
Burr store, and parts of lots 6, 7 and 
8, block 3, Helm's addition, occupied 
by the Giese tailor shop, Burr ware- 
house and other buildings, on Division 
street, South Side, were transferred to 
Dodge J. Shipman, of Albion, Mich. 
The consideration named being $2,600. 
The latter gentleman is said to have 
been a personal creditor of Burr's. 


At the Saturday meeting, at which 


time Chas. H. Barber, of Oshkosh, 
attorney for the stockholders, was 
present, it was ascertained through 
Mr. Burr that considerable of bis real 
estate had been encumbered for some 
time. A tract of land on the west 
side of the river, supposed to be owned 
by Burr, had been sold to F. B. 
Lamoreux. 
The Springville farm, 


upon which II. D. McCulloch held a 
mortgage, is also now in the name 
of Lamoreux, and an Iowa farm was 
sold by sheriff's sale, on the 28th of 
September, to satisfy a claim held by 
McCulloch. 


The stockholders have elected Hen- 


ry Wallace as president, O. C. Moe as 
treasurer, and E. McGlachlin as sec- 
retary, each to serve in the capacity 
mentioned until this complicated 
matter is settled — but when that will 
be seems much more a mystery now 
than it did on the morning of that 
memorable April fool's day, April 1st, 
1895, when the public was informed 
that the bank had "suspended pay- 
ment to all entitled thereto until we 
can realize upon our securities, assur- 
ing all that we are solvent and will 
pay every dollar we owe, in due time." 
Our readers will remember that the 
creditors have long since concluded 
that the due time mentioned had 
passed, but for several weeks past 
they have not been near as badly 
scared or worried as the stockholders. 


Belie* of the Rebellion. 


W. II. Sullivan, of Hancock, writes 


that he has read the articles in THE 
GAZETTE relative to the Jeff. Davis' 
bedstead, and he has articles in his 
possession that are nearly as interest- 
ing to history, being no less than spurs 
and saber that Davis left in his home 
at Richmond when he was endeavor- 
ing to make his escape in petticoats.

Supreme Court Decisions. 


The supreme court handed down its 


regular grist of decisions yesterday. 
One was that of B. B. Park and John 
Ddiley vs. theBoyington Furnace Co., 
of Milwaukee, the plaintiffs bringing 
an action for damages against the de- 
fendant company for a defective 
furnace placed in their building at 
Merrill. Judgments were awarded to 
the plaintiffs on three different occa- 
sions in the lower courts, but now the 
supreme court reverses these decisions 
and remands the case for a new trial.

Winton are engaged 
in lumbering at the point which bears 
the latter's name, having an almost 
endless amount of timber, and Mr.

F. Wiley, F. T. Coorf 
and D. H. Vaughn, of this city, and 
S. S. Vaughn and J. Perrine, of Ash- 
land. These mines are located within 
sight of the famous Homestake, the 
richest mine in the world, but none 
of them have been developed 
for 


want of sufficient capital to put lo 
the required machinery, including a 
stamp mill. 
Now a large mill is

of the claims, and renewed interest is 
being taken.

POORLY REWARDED 


For Their Labor in Blowing Open the 


MoDUl Bafe.-The Third Tim* ThU 


Safe hu Been Wreaked. 


Some time between the hours of 


midnight on Monday and six o'clock 
Tuesday morning, the large fireproof 
safe In the McDill flouring mill, at 
McDill, was blown open by burglars. 
The fact that the work was done 
after midnight is known by some of 
the mill employes, who were fishing 
near the mill and remained until tbat 
hour. The burglars entered the mill 
office by prying open the door with a 
chisel and breaking the lock. There- 
after bags filled with grain, flour, etc., 
'were piled up against the windows, so 
that anyone on the outside would not 
gee the light, and also along in front of 
the safe, so as to deaden the racket 
when the safe doors were blown off. 
The iron band around the top of the 
safe was then knocked off, after 
which a hole was drilled Just above 
the top hinge. Into this a quantity 
of powder was inserted. 
The safe 


was a large, double-door affair, and 
both doors were torn from their hinges 
as completely as though a hundred 
pounds of dynamite had been used, 
while the inside doors were also 
thrown out upon the floor, -leaving the 
small inside chests, where money is 
sometimes kept, ai the mercy of the 
robbers. They were poorly paid for 
their powder, however, as but $1.50 
bad been left in the drawer, and this 
sum was in pennies in an envelope. 
Another drawer contained nine cents 
in pennies, but this amount they 
looked upon with disdain and went 
their way. 


Papers, books, stationery, etc., were 


scattered about the office in a promis- 
cuous manner, Tuesday morning, and 
Mrs. McDill's labor of a few days 
before in arranging and cleaning the 
interior, came for naught. 
The 


damage is about $100. This is the 
third time that the McDill safe has 
been blown open within the past three 
years, but a small amount of change 
being found each time, and It would 
seem as though burglars would soon 
learn to confine their operations to 
more prolific fields.

FIRE. 


Some Daitard Hake* an Unsuccessful 


Attempt to Burn the Home of 


Jaroei Murphy. 


Jas. Murphy's home at 351 Fourth 


avenue, North Side, had a close call 
from going up in smoke, yesterday 
morning between 1 and 2 o'clock, and 
It Is probably due In a great measure 
to the experience gained by Mr. Mur- 
phy as an old volunteer fireman that 
lie has now a shelter of bis own. 
Three auger holes had been bored into 
the west side of the house, one being 
within a couple of feet of the north 
corner. 
Into this hole was poured 


considerable quantity of kerosene 


and a saturated rag placed In the 
opening.

Two more holes 


were then made about midway be- 
tween the windows, oil and rag put In, 
and this time the party met with bet- 
ter success. The family were awak- 
ened from their slumbers by the odor 
of the smoke, and while one of the 
children ran to engine house No. 1, 
the others made great efforts toward 
extinguishing thebla/eancl hud nearly 
succeeded when the fire department 
arrived. 
The siding is so badly 


burned that it may have to be re- 
placed, many of the lath were de- 
stroyed and a considerable amount of 
plaster knocked off. Flftydolars will 
cover the loss, with no insurance.

will be remembered that Ole Berg's 
house on First street was set fire in 
the same manner a few months ago, 
but the party who nearly succeeded in 
burning Mr. Murphy's dwelling evi- 
dently carried two augers, as one hole 
was fully a half Inch larger than the 
others.

The Lawyer M He Wai Bet Forth at a 


Gathering of the i'orum Club, 


Friday evening. 


The first meeting of the Forum 
lub was held la.st Friday evening, at 


which time W. F. Collins presented a 
very interesting paper on "The Law- 
yer as a Social Factor." 
He went 


ck to the days of the Roman 


KID pi re, when lawyers were found as 
ts guiding spirit, and Great Britain 
has furnished such great men as 
Uurke, Sheridan, Pitt, Fox and O'Con- 
ncll, who by their eloquence and 
learning were able to bring about 
real reforms in the English laws, the 


justness of which is felt even at this 
distant.day. 
The 
influence and 


power of the profession in this coun- 
try was dwelt upon at length, even to 
the period that preceded the revolu- 
tion, when the voices of James Otis 
and Patrick Henry were heard preach- 
ing for American liberty and inde- 
pendence, while to Thos. Jefferson 
we are indebted for the Declaration of 
Independence. As prominent as they 
were in those days, so they have been 
ever since, forming a large percentage 
in society, politics and statesmen, all 
of our presidents except flve having 
been lawyers. 
He said that they 


occupy the same position toward the 
public as the professor of a college, 
who imparts his wisdom to the youth ; 
as the minister of the gospel, who ex- 
pounds the Christian doctrine to his 
congregation on the Sabbath ; as the 
editor, who, through the columns of 
his paper announces the happenings 
ot the day. He occupies a position 
in the eyes ot the public as an 
educator. The worth of a just and 
unjust lawyer in the community was 
touched upon, after which Mr. Collins 
concluded his paper with these words: 


The attorney who would sell his 


soul for A few paltry dollars, who 
would betray the confidence of bis 
friends to serve some selfish motive, 
is an impediment to his city, a. traitor 
to lus state, a disgrace to his pro- 
fossion and a wretch in the eyes of 
God " 


A general discussion followed, some 


twenty members being present.

time a paper will be presented by 
Henry J. Finch.

TO LEARN THEM NOT A DIFFICULT 
TASK IF PROPERLY UNDERTAKEN.

Wo do not protend In thUfthort article to 


M)ter into ft hciontiflo dlgsertatlon on the 
acquisition of litngungos, but rather to 
convey u few Klinplu hints to those who 
are interested in the tmhjuct. There can 1)0 
uo doubt as to the Ixsnoflt that may be do- 
rived frojn the study of a foreign tongue. 


The many advantages of looming a lan- 


guage need scarcely be dwelt upon. One 
of the most prominent 1« tho largely in- 
creased power that Is gained over one'a 
own gpooch. The inontal oxeroloe Involved 
In Marching tho memory for appropriate 
eynonymouK words and phrases tends to 
Increase the vocabulary und to give a great- 
er ease and facility of expression In the use 
of the mother tongue. There is, besides, 
the pleasure that In inseparable from every j 
intellectual pursuit, and also tho practical 
profit of being able to converse with a for- 
eigner whom we may chance to meet either 
in the way of business or pleasure. 


But all this said still loaves us with the 


question to answer, How may one beet 
learn * foreign language) In attempting 
an answer to this question we are not ad- 
vancing anything that Is new. But the 
method wo would commend Is one that 
cannot bo too much Insisted upon, partic- 
ularly In tho interest of a certain class to 
whom these remarks are more directly ap- 
plicable. Many young men Ond them- 
selves arrived at a period of life when they 
fool It difficult to attempt any subject of 
study. 
TJiofo are many demands on their 


time and the effort to attempt any sort of 
consecutive, concentrated 
work 
seems 


hopeless 
They may have endeavored at 


various periods in their lives to acquire a 
knowledge of Latin, French, German, 
Spanish, or other foreign tongue, but, ow- 
ing to various circumstances, those at- 
tempts lm\u linil to bo given up.

ing nature of the schoolboy task. To wade 
through a grammar of perhaps 150 pages, 
gutting oft by heart, if that ho possible, all 
tho conjugations, inflections, exception? 
and idioms, is tho ordinarily accepted no- 
tion of what is required to bo done in the 
Initiatory process of learning some foreign 
tongue, after which tho pleasing prospect 
Is hold out that one may then begin to 
read something 


Such a system—If system it can bo called 


—Is an utterly erroneous one. Little won- 
der that it repels so many from taking 
up what is really a most interesting study. 
To any who contemplate doing so tho ad- 
vloe may bo given to cost aside all precon- 
ceived ideas about tho old methods and 
begin at once to read the language they 
are going to learn. Thoughts about the 
grammar and the rules should not be al- 
lowed to trouble tho mind. Except to those 
who have had some previous grounding in 
ft language the grammar is sure to prove 
a stumbling block and to begot naught 
but despair. A good dictionary and a book 
of simple talei In the language chosen are 
all that is necessary In tho first instance. 
With theso in hand tho motto of tho be- 
ginner ihould then bo to read, read, rend. 
The printed page, at flrst new and un- 
familiar, will gradually unfold itself as 
word after word is learned, and when a 
sentence ban boon translated tho reader 
will go on with a strange feeling of do- 
light to master more of the contents. 


There is no better method of retaining a 


word in the memory than in having to go 
to the trouble of looking It up in tho dic- 
tionary. The word will be certain to stick, 
more oepoeially if it U found recurring 
once or twice In the same page. As much 
reading should be done as time will allow. 
A pngo of tho dictionary may also bo fre- 
quently gone over. It soon acquires a 
wonderful Interest. In this way tho study 
is made from tho flrst attractive and agree- 
able. If the book rend be by one of the 
best writers, its Inherent qualities will in- 
torost, while tho Increasing power to in- 
terpret correctly the writer's meaning will 
act ik8 a constant stimulus to go on ac- 
quiring more words and phrases and their 
correct use. 


Tho help of a friend imbued with sim- 


ilar desires and alms will be useful. 
At 


tho very outset attempts should bo made to 
carry on conversation together in the lan- 
guage The power to do this, at flrst halt- 
lug and awkward, will gradually expand 
The mime of every object which Is round 
about us in our daily life should bo learned 
and referred to In conversation. Tho 
phrases employed to denote particular ac- 
tion* and feelings should be looked up as 
they recur to the mind. Now anil again 
the conversation that may bo heard at tho 
table, In the train, anywhere, may be 
translated mentally. There 
HTO many 


times when one is alone and there Is noth- 
ing in particular to oocupy tho thoughts. 
Such a moment should bo seized to recall 
words wo have come across In our reading, 
and thus make them tho more flrmly our 
own 
A book ot poems will bo of much 


assistance 


Of courbo, it must not for a moment bo 


Assumed that we counsel tho entire neglect 
of tho grammar. That would bo a profound 
mistake. Tho grammar will by and by bo 
taken up with almost as much interest ns 
tho tale Itself, for, us the beauties and 
graces of tho language reveal themselves, 
tho learner will not rest content till he hoi 
made himself master of all Us intricacies. 
But what uo want to Insist on Is that the 
grammar in the flrst instance should be 
given a secondary place.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

Scratched Plate Glau. 


A scratch upon n fine piece of plato glass 


Is frequently very annoying, but It does 
not always follow, as many have supposed, 
that the mischief is Irremediable. Some 
one who has boon Investigating tho mat- 
ter gives the following Instructions for the 
removal, or at Icnst n material modifica- 
tion, of tho blemish: "Procuresome of tho 
finest emery, put it into a pitcher with 
Water, stir vigorously and pour out Into 
another pitcher after a few seconds. The 
coarse particles will remain In. the first 
pitcher. 
Tho contents of tho second must 


be allowed to settle, which will take some 
hours. 
Then run It through filtering pa- 


per after removing the bulk of tho water, 
and tho precipitate Is a powder which will 
remove the scratches. Apply with tho 
fingers, a piece of cork or felt. 
That will 


leave tho glass cloudy, but a polish can bo 
brought by a paste of jowctor's rouge and 
water rubbed on with finger, cork or felt, 
as before. If very fine results are required, 
the rouge is washed like the emery and 
only the Impalpable powder employed,— 
Exchange.

WEATHER FALLACIES 


fHEY ARE KNOCKED ON THE HEAD BV 


AN ENGLISH INVESTIGATOR.

Superstitious and proverbial lore about 


tho weather was cruolly rout In the iuon- 
oclastio address on "Woiither FallnfW 
read to the Royal Meteorological society ut 
Its meeting in London by tlio jint-sidoiit, 
R. luwurdg, and printed iu The Quarterly 
Jourual of the uooloty. In early tlmus, 
when tbo w out her had to bo studied from 
cloud, fcky uud sea aud from the behavior 
of anlnuUs aud plants, men woru iwmlon- 
ablo for doing what is still often acauso 
of error, foretelling what they most wished 
for and putting down as a universal law 
what was only a coincidence of independ- 
ent events. One class of prophecies con- 
nects the weather with certain seasons of 
the year, particularly days in the week 
or the days of certain saints, which was a 
convenient way of fixing a date, and oven 
with particular times of the day. We often 
hear such sayings as "Fine on Friday, 
flno on Sunday," or "Friday is the best 
and the worst day of the week," and prov- 
erbs like "Rain at 7, flno at 11." When 
those Buy Ings couio true thoy are faithful- 
ly remembered, when thoy fail they are 
forgotten. There Is no kind of foundation 
for such rules, which Mr. Inwards calls 
"self exploding," or for the bollof thnfc If 
it rains on St. Swlthin's day, July 16, It 
will rain for 40 days after. 


Equally unfounded are the scientific su- 


perstitious, presented under the shield of 
astronomy, which base infallible rules for 
the weather on the relative position of tho 
moon, sun and planets. These appeal to 
analogy, to reason and to common sense. 
The known action of sun and moon on 
ocean tides is generally the starting point 
of sucii theories, and it is clear to common 
sense that when tho earth is nearer to tho 
sun or tho moon to tho earth, or both sun 
and moou are pulling together, there ought 
to be a tide of atmosphere similar to tho 
tide of ocuan which those influences un- 
doubtedly produce. But tho facts do not 
bear tho theory out. The atmospheric 
tides do not ebb and flow, except iu an 
infinitesimal degree. 


Again, tho sun and moon move in 


planes that are at an angle to each other, 
so that at times their attraction acts iu 
widely diverging linos, at others almost in 
tho same plane. Here is a clear case: 
When the angle is greatest, whon the moon 
is "on her back," thero must be atmos- 
pheric disturbance. Unfortunately the 
storms do not come, and wo must find 
some other cause for our weather. Hardly 
a year goes by without a new moon theo- 
ry to account for it. M. Flarguergues, as 
the result of 30 years of observations, has 
found that whon tho moon was farthest 
from the earth tho barometer averaged 755 
millimeters, and whon nearest 754 milli- 
meters, a difference of only one millimeter. 


Some prophets hare built their faith on 


cycles, predicting that weather changes 
would repeat themselves whon sun and 
moon got back into the samo relative posi- 
tion, which they do in 19 years, with an 
error of only an hour and a half. Others 
advocate a cycle of 54 years, but all tho 
cycle systems have broken down whon 
tested, and as far as we know there is no 
period within which weather changes ro- 
pent themselves. There are plenty of other 
fallacies about the moon, such as that tho 
-full moon clears away clouds; that you 
should sow beans or out trees on tho wane 
of the moon; that it la a bud sign if tho 
moon changes on Saturday or Sunday; 
that two full moons in a month will bring 
a flood; that to see tho old moon iu tho 
arms of tho now brings on rain. M. Flam- 
marlon savsthiit "tho moon's Influence on 
tho wcathur is negligible. Tho bout com- 
ing from it would affect our temperature 
by twelvo-niillioiHh.s of a degree, and the 
atmospheric titles caused by it would only 
affect the barometric pressure a tuw huii- 
dredths of an Inch, far 
IOKH than tiio 


changes always taking place from other 
causes." 


Even tho halo round tho moon is dis- 


credited. It lias been found by observers 
that it is followed by flue weather us often 
as by nvin. 


About tho sun thero are many fallacies, 


and ever since the discovery that the spots 
on its surface appear with greater fre- 
quency theorists in Khouls liavo tried to 
prove that thoy rule our weather. It has 
been proved that the frequency of sun spots 
and tho variations of tho magnetic noodle 
uro intimately connocttid and that tho 
aurora appears and disappears in somo sort 
of sympathy with tho sun spot variations, 
but this is as far as wo can got for tho 
present, as those changes seem to have no 
definite relation to our weather. Mr. Scott 
has proved that there arc no equinoctial 
gales. 


Coming down to earth, wo flnd a long 


list of statements of tho behavior of nni- 
nials and plants having a supposed con- 
nection witli the weather. K. J. Lowe has 
carefully examined a number of well 
known signs, and nil neom to break down 
completely. Ho took the signs of bats 
flying about in tho evening, many toads 
appearing at sunset, grout quantities of 
snails, flsh rising to tho surface, boos busy, 
crowds of locusts, restless cattle, land rails 
clamorous, flic* and gnats troublesome, 
many Insects, crowH flocking and noisy, 
spider webs thick on tho grass, Bpidors 
hanging from their webs in tho evening 
and ducks and geese making more nolso 
than usual. Calling a day flno when no 
rain was measured in tho rain gauge, he 
found in 361 observations of such signs 
that they were followed 218 times by flno 
weather and only 148 by rain. Even swal- 
lows flying low cannot bo depended upon, 
as especially In summer and autumn they 
almost invariably skim along the ground. 
Animals probably feel tho dampness or 
darkness preceding wot weather, and this 
makes thorn uneasy, but not more than It 
affects man himself. As to cows scratch- 
ing their ears and goats uttering cries, 
thoy arc no more true M signs of rain than 
the odago which credits pigs with seeing 
tho wind. 


Only a selection has horn lw>nn made of 


the vast catalogue of fallacies that have 
grown up about tho weather. There are 
still people, Mr. Inwards remarked in con- 
clusion, who believe that the saints' dnyii 
rule tho weather, that tho sun puts out 
flro and that warm water freeze" sooner 
than cold.

At the beginning of his second 
term he was chosen president of the sen- 
ate, and during his eutire six years of 
service in that body was a power in the 
legislative councils of his party. 


About a yeur ago, when there was a 


vacancy on the bench of the supreme 
court of New Jersey, the place was of- 
fered to Mr. Griggs, but he declined it 
He has a large practice as a lawyer, and 
is a man of great energy aud inexhausti- 
ble resources. He began his.campaign 
the moment he was nominated, nnd has 
promised to speak in every township in 
the state before the polls are thrown 
open in November. The governor of 
New Jersey receives a salary of $10,000 
a year and .serves three years. 


GERMANY'S FOREMOST SOLDIER. 


Ton Waldercee Generally Regarded M the 


Commander In the Next War. 


If Germany goes to war in tho near 


future, Count von Waldersee will with- 
out donbt command the armies of the 
kaiser. His ancestors have been soldiers 
for 200 years. He is a veteran of two 
wars, aud is generally regarded as the 
greatest living strategist and tactician 
in Germany today. At the recent Stettin

maneuvers he displayed generalship of 
a high order, turned tho military pro- 
gramme topsy tnrvy and won so many 
unforeseen advantages from the kaiser 
himself that ho received the hearty con- 
gratulations of tho kaiser, Prince Bis- 
marck and King Humbert of Italy. The 
kaiser, although outgeneraled, did not 
content himself with words, but pro- 
moted Von Waldersee to be u field mar- 
shal. 


Von Waldorfieo *B a poldierof particu- 


lar interest to tho poop to of this country 
because of tho fact that his wife is an 
American woman. She was formerly 
Miss Mary Lea, daughter of a wealthy 
wholesale grocer of New York city. She 
was born in 1838, and at tho ago of 20 
married Prince von Nocr, a septuage- 
narian, who very obligingly died six 
months later, leaving his young widow 
a fortuneof about44,000,000. The cm - 
peror of Austria created her a princess 
in her own rigiht, and after two years of 
widowhood sho married tho dashing Von 
Waldersee. Sho has since been a power 
in German political circles, and is said 
to be fully as ambitions and fully as 
brilliant a courtier as her husband. 


Von Walderseo was born in Potsdam 


in 1832 and entered the army at the age 
of IS. He has been a soldi or ever since 
and has made the most of his 45 years' 
experience. Ho served with distinction 
in the war of 1 SCO and in the Franco- 
Prussian war, and when Field Marshal 
Von Moltke resigned as chief of tho gen- 
eral staff, in 1888, Von Waldersee ™«« 
appointed to tho coveted place. Two 
years later be resigned, to the groat sur- 
prise of tho emperor, it is said, and hag 
since been commander of the Ninth 
Army corps. That he iu again high in 
imperial favor is shown by recent 
events. His wifo is a cousin by mar- 
riage of the empress and is said to pos- 
sess great influence over both the em- 
press and emperor.

gress has been very small in proportion 
to the expenditure. One-fourth of the 
entire Indian appropriation goes to the 
Sioux. They are given agricultural im- 
plements, wagons, harness and fences. 
At the various agencies the Indians 
employ two days in every two weeks 
going to and from the agencies for ra- 
tions. They have to be 
practically 


driven to do farming, and are forced 
to attend school.

troubles culminated in the uprising in 
which General Ouster and his soldiers 
lost their lives. To Sitting Hull 
has 


been attributed the questionable honor 
of planning that massacre. 
If reports 


may be believed it was that tino old 
barbarian Gall who did the work. Sit- 
ting Binl was only a medicine man who 
had 
outgrown

al magnetism, and 
it was not long 


after the Custer massacre before White 
Ghost, Drifting Goose and other promi- 
nent sub chiefs of the tribe withdrew 
their support and followed Gall. Two 
Bears, Big Head and other leaders. 


This was a crusher to Bull, but ho 


promptly rallied a few of his faithful 
followers and started a sort of Clau-na- 
Gael society, called the "Secret Eat- 
ers." 
Nobody ever found out the par- 


ticular diet indulged in. Most of the 
warriors laughed at it, and finally Sit- 
ting Bull, disheartened and grown old, 
took to farming, in which occupation 
he was engaged when he met his death.

A Friendly Chief. 


Nothing can ever eradicate the love 


of blood4 and war from the nature of 
the Sioux. They are a warring.nation1 
by tradition and instinct. 
Generally 


speaking, they are tall, largo boned and 
athletic. The school children dress like 
civilized boys and girls, but the older 
Indians still cling to their moccasins, 
earrings, 
leggln*. 
eagles' 
feathers, 


hedgehog quills and paint. 
To these 


old fathers of the 
tribe may be at- 


tributed much of the trouble with the 
whlt«», although there is nothing quite 
to bad as an educated Indian boy who 
harks back to the ways of his ances- 
tors. 


The Sioux are still permitted to hold 


their dances, with thn "ingle exception 
of the sun danco. This was too bar- 


] barons for government endurance, al- 
j though nobody was hurt by It but the 


1 Indians themselves. It was the cere- 
' mony In which 
the young 
braves 


"qualified" as full-fledged warriors. It 
was a sort of Maypole affair, in which 
the Indiana 
danced 
around 
a pole 


while hanging to rones. They did not 
hang with 
their hands. 
Two deep 


•athes were cut In the r.kln of their 
breaata, and the rope was passed un- 
der th» skin aad flesh a*d tied. 


Thea tie rating braves danced apd 


Gall Is one of the few Sioux chiefs 


whose love for his people is sincere. 
He never masqueraded as a patriot to 
secure his own ends, and In all his in- 
tercourse with the whites he lias pre- 
served his dignified personality as an 
Indian. 


The medicine man is probably Hie 


worst enemy to civilization encoun- 
tered by the agents among the Sioux. 
There is no end either to thpir mum- 
.mery or their villainy. The following 
story shows the fatuous disposition of 
the tribe. 
Some four years ago the

Fish, 
a young 
warrior 


named Frosted, made up his mind that 
be would become a medicine man and 
a prophet. He had a vision. Then he 
began to bow). He M-as surrounded 
by all the warriors of the village, who 
began 
to suspect 
that 
he had the 


stomacb ache. 
He enlightened them. 


"Lo!" said lie; "I 
have seen the 


Crows coming; they have crossed the 
Cannon Ball Kiver and 
are as the 


leaves of the forest. 
Our wives and 


children arc in danger. I have spoken." 


Then he began to howl again. Some 


time previously the government had 
taken the firearms away from the In- 
dians, but they managed to scrape up 
some bows and arrows and old muskets 
and away they went in their war paint 
after Frosted. He led them across the 
river, where he lay down and had an- 
oth«T vision. The Crows were at a cer- 
tain butte. 
Away went the Sioux to 


the buttc. They found no Crows. Then

pranced and hov.i°d around the rock 
and rattled his bom 3 and spells and out 
up his monkey shines for half an hour 
or more. The rock did nut budge. The 
spectators began to sneer, and Agent 
McGillieuddy seized upon Frosted and 
thrust him into dnramie 
vile1.

proved to be a great 
blow 
to 
In- 


dian supc-i>,t!tlon. 


Generally speaking, a Slonx has no 


idea of the fitness of things. Some time 
ago a warrior walked into an undertak- 
er's shop In a frontier town and pur- 
chased a colliu for n child whom he ex- 
pected to die in the following week. 
The child got well and the buck had 
a coflin on his hands;. He is probably 
saving it for future use. 


The drawing of rations by the Sioux 


is an exciting event for cvou a cool 
blooded spectator. It panders to the 
Indians' love of blood iu a way that is 
unpleasantly suggestive. The steers In- 
tended for beeves are kept in a pen 
near the agency. Each steer is calcu- 
lated to be enough for thirty Indians, 
whose names are drawn by lot. These 
Indians station themselves in a line on 
their ponies about three hundred yards 
away. 


At a given signal a steer is released. 


Then like an avalanche the wild sons 
o£ the prairie rush dowu on the ani- 
mal with yells and whoops and swing- 
ing lariats. The steer is killed in a 
jiffy. 
Then come the squaws, and a 


scene of blood and carnage takes place 
that is enough to sicken tho heart of 
a civilized person. The liver is eaten 
raw, and sonictimes I have socn it Hung 
from the nook of a squaw, who chewed 
away on it while cuttlns up the meat. 
Every part is kept and nothing is 
wasted. This scene is i (.-pealed until 
the steers are gone. 


The Sioux are great gamblers and 


will stake everything, including their 
wives ami children, on their games of 
chance. They 
are played 
generally 


with the blue pits of plums carved with 
symbols or 
with bones. While the 


gambling is going on the monotonous 
thump on the tom-tom 
is incessant 


Sometimes a buck will wager his sweet 
heart, whose affections 
lie has won, 


pledging to resign her in case he loses. 


There is no tribe in the history of 


the country that has given the govern- 
ment so much trouble. The power of 
Osceola and the Seminolcs was com- 
paratively easily broken; Tecumseh 
and tho Iroquois were soon subjugated; 
Red Jacket and Black Hawk and Brant 
and other 
celebrated 
chiefs who at 


times have pitted themselves against 
the government were brought to terms 
in short order, simply because the gov- 
ernment had not 
then adopted the 


"civilizing" policy. 


Time and 
again 
the 
Sioux have 


turned on their benefactors, returning 
a. holocaust of evil for good. In 18C2 
they killed more than a thousand set- 
tlers, in 186C they massacred Colonrl 
Fettcriuan and forty-nine men, and in 
1876 they butchered General 
(Jimter 


and live companies. This is only a 
small part of their unsavory record. At 
the same time there is soino degree of 
truth in the statement made by Gall, 
one of the few old-time Indians who 
have not lost their personality, that the 
United States had made fifty-two treat- 
ies with them, none of which had l«en 
kept by the whites. In a majority of 
cases, however, the 
first 
infractions 


have been made by the Sioux. 


And, 
by the way, Sioux love making 


is A very queer thing. The young man 
and woman will sit side by side, each 
under .1 blanket, for an hour or so, 
every day for a month. At last the 
swain will throw his blanket over the 
head of the girl, and she 
will drop 


hers to the ground. This settles it, 
aud they are presumably happy ever 
after.

A Flaw Grow* on llurnvd 
Lain! In 


Mlunenot.i. 


St. Paul Pioneer Press: The people 


la Hubbard county, Minnesota, arc 
puzzled over a new fruit which has 
made Us appearance this summer for 
the first time. The crop is very abund- 
ant. It ia a yellow, egg-shaped plum, 
tha larger specimens being about the 
size of a small hen's egg. It grows on 
a plant very much like tho tomato plaut 
and the plant smells like u tomato. 
The plum or berry grows partially in- 
closed In a thin husk. When green the 
fruit is white, but turns a straw color 
when rlpo; has a good supply of small, 
hard, black seeds, and has a peculiar 
•ub-acid flavor, which is quite pleasant. 
It grows only in clearings which were 
burned over last season, but grows in 
some of these in immense quantities. 
Some of tho plants are very large, cov- 
ering a space six feet in diameter, and 
bearing a naif-bushel of fruit. The 
peculiar thing about the plant is that 
no one has ever seen it or heard oC it 
before. People in northern Wailena 
and southern Hubbard counties have 
picked large quantities of them and 
use them for sauce and preserves. 
Specimens have been sent to the state 
experimental station for identification.

Although Dr. Tahuago, who is soon 


to begiu his miuistratious at the First 
Presbyterian church at Washington, is 
probably better known, to more people 
thai) any other American minister, hU 
predecessor, the Rev. Byron Sunderland, 
D. D., who will also be his coadjutor, 
has probably been the regular pastor of 
a much larger number of prominent 
persons than Dr. Talmage oriadeed nay 
other American minister. Dr. Sunder- 
land went to the First Presbyterian 
church in 1853, and the fortieth annl- 
renary of his first sermon there was 
celebrated on FAD. 6. 1803. Only four 
besides him were present who were also 
present on the Sunday he began his la- 
bors there. Then he was a young man. 
His hair was dark, and his eyes were 
bright Now he is an old man, bat his 
eyes still sparkle. His voice is yet round 
and full, and, although it has been 
found necessary to divide his work, his 
popularity with his congregation is still 
so great that his leaving is not to be 
thought of. 


Four presidents—Jackson, Pierce, 


Polk and Cleveland—have sat under his 
ministrations. Singularly enough, they

have all been Democrats. When Dr. 
Sunderland began his pastorate, the part 
of the city in which the First church 
stands was the most fashionable in all 
Washington. It is not so now, and there 
was some surprise when President Cleve- 
land selected it as his favorite house of 
worship. Perhaps he was so moved be- 
cause he had heard the doctor preach 
nearly 60 years ago at Fayetteville, N. 
Y., near Syracuse, where the Rev. 
Stephen Cleveland was then displaced 
as pastor by Dr. Sunderland. At till 
events, it is certain that Orover Cleve- 
land, then but a lad, was greatly im- 
pressed by the Rev. Mr. Sunderland's 
first sermon at Fayetteville. Its subject 
was the fidelity of the eagles in watch- 
ing over their youug. 


There is nothing showy about the 


First Presbyterian church of Washing- 
ton. It is a square box, prim and severe 
in all its lines. The singing is eougra- 
gatiemal, but is led by a quartet com- 
posed of young men whose music re- 
minds the listener of a college glee club. 
Dr. Sunderland's eermous have been 
long, but not dull, for he is a sensible 
man and possesses a fond of dry Scotch 
humor which the president much appre- 
ciates. Out of the pnlpit tbe doctor is 
companionable and pleasant, and his 
popularity with his acquaintances is not 
excelled by any Washington pastor. 


Although, as stated, the First Pres- 


byterian church edifice still retains its 
simple lines of architecture, it has been 
enlarged by the addition of a second 
story and is now lighted by electricity, 
while its aged and infirm attendants are 
relieved of climbing stairs by an eleva- 
tor, which was put in some years ago. 
Immediately before and during the civil 
war this church was the acknowledged 
center of Union sentiment in the na- 
tion's capital, and the loyalty of the 
pastor to the federal government arous- 
ed extremely bitter hostility on the part 
of some of the church members. In 
1866, 
when Frederick Douglass secured 


the use of the church for a lecture on 
the assassination of Lincoln, the street 
in front came near being the scene of a 
riot. Chief Justice Chase presided at 
that lecture, and several members of 
the congregation withdrew from the 
church because of it. In explaining why 
he consented to the use of the church for 
that purpose Dr. Snuderland said: 


"Douglass1 lecture was really the toc- 


sin of free speech for the negroes, and 
there was no roof but that of the First 
Presbyterian church to shelter him.'' 


During the early years of the civil 


•war Dr. Sunder land's exertions were no 
severe that in 1863 he broke down com- 
pletely and went abroad, spending some 
time iu Paris, where he took charge of 
the American chapel. It is understood 
that he offered then to resign, but his 
Washington congregation refused to 
have it so and gladly welcomed him 
back when his health was recovered 
His extra work consisted largely of his 
services as chaplain of the senate and of 
sermons preached at the military camps 
•round Washington. It was Dr. Sun- 
derland who preached the first sermon 
to the famous Seventh regiment of 
New York after its arrival at the capi- 
tal This sermon wss preached in the 
bouse of representatives, where the reg- 
iment was then quartered, and the text 
was, 
"Endure hardness as a good sol- 


dier." 


Naturally enough, Dr. Snnderland's 


memory is «tored with reminiscences of 
the republic's great men. He lives in 
the bouse on C street which was once 
occupied by General Fremont, the Path- 
finder. Seward and Broderick, Chan- 
dler and Sumner oat under his minis- 
trations in their day, and Stewart, Ton- 
cey, Webster snd Benton were nil his 
neighbors. Besides he has been person- 
ally acquainted with almost every prom- 
inent American statesman for tbe last 
fovr decades, snd he pronounced the 
words that md« Orovsjr Ctevcland and 
FnaoM Poison one. 


OLD SCARLETT'S BURiAL PLACE. 


la r*torb«*ot.a> Cathedral. W WMsfc •• 


Had Uswki Sextoa Many Years. 


If tho visitor to Peterborough cathedral 


enters the building through tho famous 
west entrance, which has so oftou, aud 
with good reason, been called tho most 
iiagnliluciit portico, not ouly in England, 
mt iu all Europe, and turus abruptly M 
the left, before proceeding down tho nave, 
10 will sue upon the wall before him a 
striking portrait and quaint Inscription 
which mark the burial place of old Scar- 
lett, uuder the floor of tho cathedral, just 
taneath. 


The tombstone, set In the floor, explains, 


as the Inscription on tbe wall says that U 
will, that he died In 1504, aged 08 yean. 
His office, that of sexton of tha cathedral 
and the town, ta indicated by UM keys 
which he carries and by the spade, pickax 
and skull beside him. A clow examlna- 
tlon of the picture shows a leathern whip 
banging from his belt, and it seems that 
tbe reason for tbls was that one of tho 
duties of lila office was to took after truant 
and naughty children. It ta in connection 
with this tbat be ta described as having a 
"scarebabe mighty voice," and it ta Inter- 
esting to note that this ta the only record 
of the use of tho word "scarebabe" known 
in tho English language. 


The statement that "he has interred 


thta town's householders. In his life's space 
twice over" does not mean tbat he resur- 
rected and relnterred them, but merely 
tbat uls own length ot life, 98 years, was 
so great tbat he burled two generations of 
his neighbors. 
All thta might have been 


true of old Scarlett, though, and he have 
been forgotten long ago, were It not for 
the fact referred to In the line "He had In- 
terred two queens within this space." 
These were Katherlne of Aragon, buried 
hero In 1536, and Mary, queen of Soots, in 
1587. 
It was a strange chanoe which sent 


for burial to thta same church the bodies 
of those two unhappy, foreign born queens, 
perhaps tho most pathetic figures in all 
English history. 


Queen Mary's mutilated body was 


brought here as the nearest suitable 
church to Fotheringay castlo, where she 
was beheaded, only a fnw inlles distant. 
Her body lay here for about 85 years, un- 
til her son, then become James I of Eng- 
land, had It removed to Westminster Ab- 
bey. There still hangs, framed and glazed, 
upon a pillar near tho vault where she was 
burled, tho letter which- King James sent 
to the dean of Peterborough, asking for 
the removal of the body. 


The burial place of Queen Kathorlno 1s 


unmarked except fora small brass plate In 
the floor bearing her name. 
When King 


Henry VIII was asked why he did not build 
her a suitable monument, ho ta said to 
have replied that he left her the grandest 
monument which ever woman had, mean- 
ing the cathedral, which, In his war 
against the Catholic churches, he spared 
because tbo Was burled there.—New York 
Times.

He 
baptized the young namesake of the en- 
gineer soldier and went on with the cere- 
mony. 


"Name thta child," be gasped, reaching 


for the thlrt. 


"Albert Sidney Johnson," came the an- 


swer. 


The smile became audible. Heaving a 


sigh of relief, bo took the fourth, a girl, 
whose gender be fondly supposed would 
preclude a continuation of heroic reproduc- 
tions, and said: 


"Name this child." 
"Mary Stonewall Jackson Lee, "came 


tbe response that set tho congregation Into 
a roar, while tho Union parson thought he 
had held In his arms tho whole Southern 
Confederacy. — Troy Times. 


British Colombia Lakes. 


Little Shuswap lake ta stated to have a 


flat bottom, with a depth varying from 68 
to 74 feet, measured from the mean high 
water mark. The deepest water found in 
tbe Great Shuswap was 656 feet, about six 
miles northward from Clnnemousun nar- 
rows In Seymour Arm, though tbe whole 
lake Is notably deep. Adams lake, how- 
over, exceeds either o( tho Shuswaps, as Its 
average depth for 20 miles ta upward of 
1,100 
feet, and at one point a depth of 


1,000 
feet was recorded. In tho northwest 


corner of tbls lake, at a depth of 1,118 feet, 
the purpose of the scientific explorers was 
defeated by the presence of mysterious 
submarine currents, which played with 
the sounding lino like some giant fish and 
prevented any measurements being taken. 


It ta a complete mystery how the cur- 


rents oould have been created at thta depth, 
and scientific curiosity will no doubt im- 
pel either public or private enterprise to 
send a second expedition to the scene thta 
summer to endeavor to solve the riddle. 
As the height of tho surface of thta lake Is 
1,880 feet above the sea level, It* present 
bed 1s therefore only 190 feet above the 
sea, although distant 800 miles from the 
nearest part of tbe ocean. Dr. Dawson 
and his associates believe that the beds) of 
some of the mountain lakes In the region 
are many feet lower than the sea lovoL — 
Vancouver World. 


To Keep Bread Vra*h. 


In Swiss and German farmhouses, where 


the baking take* place once a fortnight or 
certainly at fairly long intervals, such a 
thing aa unpleasantly stale bread ta almost 
unknown. 
It U put away lit a peculiar 


manner, which tends to preserve Its fresh 
new. 
Sprinkle flour freely Into an empty 


flour sack, and Into thta pack the loaves, 
bolDft careful to have the top crusts of two 
loaves touching. 
Where they have to lie 


bottom to bottom sprinkle flour between 
them. 
Tie up the sack and hang it up In

out to them.—Boston Herald.
